SHOCK TREATMENT 

A C.P~ release of Feb. 2 refers to 
$22,000 having been made available to 
the B.C. mental hospitals as a federal 
health grant; $8,400 of this is to be used 
to purchase two electric shock instru- 
ments for the Crease Clinic of psycho 
logical medicine at Essondale. 

It is probably too late to prevent pub- 
lic meney being spent in this way, but 
could the authorities be persuaded to 
purchase one of these instruments and 
to use the amount saved for furthering 
other methods” or treatment, a marks 
advance might be made in psychological 
medicine in this province. 

There is much. controversy in psy- 
chiatric circles. as_te the value of elec- 
tric shock therapy. Slowly but. surely 
other forms of therapy are gaining 
ground as the following quotation from 
a recent number of the British Medical 
Journal indicates: “Careful studies in 
America-show that the best results come 
from clinics where patients are treated 
ag people with anxieties and troubles 
and not as machines which need a jolt 
to:get them going again.”

East of the 
canal lay the Sinai Desert hell which 
formed a natural barrier against a Turk- 
ish advance across the peninsula. At 
most military men thought the 
desert was impassable to an army. 

However, Gen. Murray didn't subscribe 
to this belief. He established a defensive. 
force among the dunes of the desert to 
the east of the canal. There the men 
lived under a sun which at noontime 
préduced a soil temperature of 175 
degrees
